Water  Supply. 

The  water  sup[dy  is  from  tlie  Rivington  and  Vyrnwy  supplies 
of  the  Liverpool  Corporation,  and  is  of  excellent  character.  The 
main  reservoir  is  situated  on  the  N.E.  outskirts  of  the  Town. 


Sewage  Disposal  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers. 

The  Town  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system,  and  owing  to  the 
elevation  of  the  Town  good  gradients  are  obtained  and  a  good 
sewerage  system  is  in  force.  The  sewage  works  have  now  been  in  use 
11  years,  and  include  screening  and  detritus  chambers,  and  bvdrolitic 
tanks.  'I'lie  sewa,ge,  after  passing  through  these  tanks,  is  distributed 
lirsl  on  to  two  80-feet  diameter  circular  lilters,  and  after  passing 
through  these  is  again  distribut(!d  on  to  two  lower  80-feet  diameter 
sprinkles,  having  a  liner  media.  The  sewnge  is  distributed  by  means 
of  revolving  sprinklers.  The  new  .sprinklers  fixed  two  years  ago  arc 
working  very  satisfactorily. 
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'I’lioro  aro  at  iireseiit,  exclusivf'  of  tlie  lirifciHli  Insulated  .'t  TIelsbv 
(’al)les.  Ltd.  Woi'ks  and  tiie  Piintiii<;-  Works,  HOI  [)rivies,  14  pail 
(do.sets,  and  lOHH  water  closet.'^,  and  153  additional  water  closets  at 
Hotels,  Schools,  (llnhs  and  lhd)lic  Luildings  in  the:  Town.  The 
uuinh(>r  of  convei'sions  during  the  year  i.s  7.  All  new  house.s  have 
water  closets  and  galvanized  dustbins  instead  of  ash[uts. 


Sanitary  Inspection. 

120  defective  drains  have  been  relaid  or  otherwise  made  good. 

219  dwelling-hou.ses  were  inspected  by  Mr.  Richard  Norris  (the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances).  The  chief  defects  found  Avere  badly  paved 
yards,  the  need  of  general  repairs,  and  insauitai'y  privies  and  ashpits. 

Every  house  in  the  Town  is  occupied  and  more  cottages  arc 
re(phrcd  to  house  the  people  and  preA’ent  overcroAA'ding.  The 
Council's  Housing  Scheme  in  “  The  Wood  ’’  is  progressing  favour¬ 
ably.  Plans  for  1 12  houses  have  been  approA'ed  ;  94  Avere  completed, 
90  tenanted  and  18  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the  scheme  for  con¬ 
verting  all  the  Privies  in  the  Town,  Imt  as  the  cost  Avas  excessive  A)nly 
7  were  done  during  the  year.  As  the  ]U'icBS  are  becoming  more 
favourable  it  is  expected  that  a  much  greater  number  Avill  be  done 
during  the  next  year,  and  £500  has  been  allowsd  in  the  Estimate  for 
following  on  Avith  this  Avork. 


Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  two  rcgistei’ed.  These  have  been  regulai’iy  inspected 
and  are  fairly  satisfactory. 


Schools. 


These  are  in  a  satisfactorj’ mndition.  Tlie  provision  of  a  new 
Grammar  Scliool,  which  has  been  under  consideration  for  the  last 
14  years,  is  urgently  retiuired.  At  present  the  students  have  to  l)e 
accommodated  iii  class-rooms  in  various  buildings  in  tlie  Town.  A 
site  has  been  accpiired,  largely  due  to  the  generosity  of  Lord  Derby, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  IGliicaliou  Authority  will  see  their  way  to  make 
an  early  start  with  the  btiilding.  The  accommodation  at  the  Yew 
Tree  Schools  has  proved  insutlicient  and  tin  additional  class-room  is 
to  be  built  at  a  very  early  date. 


Bakehouses. 

Seven  in  number  and  four  confectionery  premises.  During  tbe 
year,  the  last  of  tlie  underground  Dakehouses  has  been  discontinued 
as  such.  All  the  Dakehouses  are  in  good  condition. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

Four  in  number.  These  arc  rarely  used,  and  are  satisfactory 
Most  of  the  meat  is  obtained  at  the  Liver[)Oid  Abattoirs. 


Dairies  and  Milkshops. 


Six  in  number,  ke[)t  clean  and  satisfactory.

Cowsheds. 

Tliree  in  number.  'Plie  amount  of  air  space  for  cows  continually 
bept,  in  cj\v.she(l.s  is  SOU  cul)ic  feet  per  onw. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Eiglity-eight  samples  were  taken  by  tlie  Police.  In  addition  to 
the  above  uO  lbs.  of  meat  were  surrendered  and  one  can  of  corned 
beef,  as  being  unlit  for  human  consumption.  There  were  d  pi’osecu- 
tions  by  the  Police  and  the  results  were,  1  dismissed  wdth  costs, 
1  ordered  to  pay  costs,  and  1  lined  if)  and  costs. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  40  registered  workshops.  These  are  regularly  in¬ 
spected.  No  particular  improvements  have  been  required  during 
the  year. 


Disinfection. 

Forty-seven  dwelling-houses  have  been  disinfected,  ('lotbing 
and  l)ediliug  is  disinfected  liy  steam  at  the  W'liiston  Sanatorium. 
Premises  are  usually  fumigated  cither  with  sulphur  or  formalin,  and 
the  walls  sprayed  with  liipiid  formalin. 


Houses  are  disinfected  after  Pulmonary  Tuberbulosis. 
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Chief  Sanitary  Requirements. 

Conversion  of  privies  to  Avater  closets  niul  the  inaking-u])  of  back 
passages.  Also  the  demolition  of  Highfield  I’lace  area  and  a  number 
of  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  Town  wliich  liave  been  scheduled  in 
the  Form  of  Survey  of  Housing  needs  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
for  closing  and  either  demolition  or  improving.  Jt  is  essential  that 
the  building  of  more  Houses  under  the  Housing  Scheme  should  lie 
continued  as  the  Housing  Survey  sliows  that  670  Houses  are  reijuired 
and  so  far  only  112  are  huilt  and  being  built.
